Dem, without the performance of the 
ments of Cue section aa to meurity, A 
selves ipcorporated “under the name 
style of the Western and Atiantic Railroad 
Company,” under the 4th section of the 
And this corporation, by Joseph E. Brown, 
ite President pro tem., made the bond, which 
the lessees were bound to make under the 
law. Now, this corporation had no right 
under the law to make the bond. Their 
charter imposes no personal liabilities op the 
corporators. Therefore, if the bond bound 
anytuing jt only bound the property of the cor- 
poration——which was nothing but the State’s 
ywn property. And this lot of millionaires 
have taken good care not to bind themselves 
personally (or asiogiecent. The security w 
the bond is equally bad with the principal. 

In the first place, the charters of neither of 
the companies, whose names are dgned 
their officers or agents as security, ajthorized 
either of them to bind such corporations as 
security, and especially on contracts in 
which the companies have not one dngle dol- 
lars interest. This needs no argument. 

In the second place, if the corporations 
had such power, it could only be ased by the 
corporators, and not by the officers of the 
corporation. Mr, W. 8. Jchngon, who signs 
himeelf as the agent of the Central Railroad, 
etc, was only a director, and not only acted 
without power, but withont the least authori- 
7 even from the officers of the corporation ; 
the rest were signed by the presidents of the 
several corporations, withoyt apy lawful 
authority from the corporators, yoder the 
general law of corporations; those corpora- 
tions out of the State had no more authorit 
than those inside, and therefore the bond 
void, and Bullock gave these lessces the lease 
in total violation of this fundamesiai pro- 
vision of the law which he pretended to exe- 
cute, and the lease itgcif is, for these reasons, 
pull and void. 

Another of the reasons given by Bullock 
for refusing us the lease, is, that “the compe- 
ny to whom (he had) leased the road barmon- 
ized all the conflicting interests which might 
arise between the different portions of the 
railroad system of the State.

corporation in the State, a single dollar of 
legal interest in the lease, nor any 1 con- 
trol over the Western and Atlantic ilroad., 
lhe whole statement is based upon the un- 
founded assim ption that these previdents and 
directors “are the corporations and corpora- 
tors whom they illegally seek to bind for 
their own private purposes. The Central 
Railroad utterly disavows the action of ite 
pretended agent. One of these presidents 
has abaconded, and certainly one other of 
these lessees has been turned out of his _ 
tion as director in one of the corporations. 
All the rest may be at any annual election. 
Gut whether they «re in office or out, the cor- 

rations have no security from them as 
essecs, for any interest they may have in the 
operations of the State Road.

Many of 
the lessees in the State and out of it are wel) 
known a8 the most inveterate of tat class 
Omitting those in the State as wo well 
known to need mention—what is Delano?

The company to which your mem- 
orialiata beionyg arc all business men—Geor- 
gians, identified with her interest, her busi- 
oexs and her prosperity. They are worth 
pimeore than two milliona of doliars,a very 
large amount of which is taxable real estate 
within the State, open to inspection. We 
are neither foreigners nor adventuretsa. We 
have refrained from constant appeals to the 
putlic. We appeal w the representatives of 
the people to do us a and so do 
justice to the people of Georgia, e have 
nothing to say as to the manner of 
the lease act. We know nothing of it. We 
simply ask the Legislature that if they re- 
sume possession of this great public property, 
that they accept our proposals as having been 
fairly, honestly and legally made, and greatly 
to the advaniage of the Btate.
